RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 8 th February, 1963 

No. X3(7)/6a-Chem. II. —The Tariff Commission hag submitted its report on the fair selling 
prices of sheet glass on the basis of an enquiry undertaken by it under Section 12(d) of the 
Tariff Commission Act, 19JI. Its recommendations are as follows:— 

(*) The fair ex-works selling prices given- below which are exclusive of all levies. Central 
or State, should be notified 33 ceiling prices for sale of ordinary sheet glass, ex-factory, 
either directly or through selling agents, or distributors ot the manufacturers and these 
should be in force till the 31st December, 1965 :—

Governm'nt have carefully considered recommendation (i) and decided that in view of 
the hijh'r p oitction and Utilisation of cipacity caving‘d m the tod istry, the fair ex-works selling 
prices of ordinary sheet glass be fixed as under for the different thickness groups :—

The fair ex-works selling prices will, therefore be, as mentioned above for the different thi ck- 
ness groups of sheet glass The s'i ir trices shall be exclusive of excise dutv and S’-atc/local 
levies- As the production pattern of various sheet glass u nts dt lers, it is left to the manufactuiert 
to work out the prices of the various cut sizes p~oiuced hy them m each thickness group within 
the average ex-works selling price worked out for that g-oun and obtain Government’s approval for 
the same. These prices will remain in force till the 31st March, 1964 when the position would b« 
reviewd.
